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Bus shelter plans 
escape cutbacks

BUS passengers could still 
get new shelters - despite 
council spending cuts which 
have halted plans for a new 
station. 

Proposals for a major redesign of 
Newmarket’s Guineas Centre bus 
station with separate bays and 
shelters have been dropped due to 
Suffolk County Council budget cuts. 

The scheme could only be revived if 
cash was found from another source 
such as a “planning gain” in which a 
developer would deposit money 
towards community facilities. But in 
the meantime the county council is 
proposing to install some shelters. 

Passengers waiting for buses at the 
centre currently have to stand under 
the overhang of the centre roof if it’s 
raining. Although there is an open 
shelter on one side of the building most 
of the seats are open to the elements. 

Town councillor and former mayor 
Bill Burch said he was disappointed 
that the bus station scheme was not 
going ahead. 

He said that Forest Heath District 
Council, which owns the land, had 
allocated around £300,000 for the 
scheme more than three years ago.

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Drunk left 
victim with 
£1 Ok dental 
treatment 


A VICTIM of a drunken 
attack in Newmarket 
needed dental treatment 
costing more than £10,000. 

The man who carried out the 
attack, Jameson Baldwin, 20, was 
given a suspended eight-month 
prison sentence and was ordered 
to do 180 hours unpaid com¬ 
munity work. 

He was also ordered by a judge 
to pay £1,300 compensation to the 
victim, Nathan Cross, who lost 
four teeth in the attack in 
Newmarket High Street. 

In addition Baldwin, of Old 
Station Road, Newmarket, was 
made the subject of an 8pm to 
6am curfew, on Thursday, Friday 
and Saturdays, for four months. 

He admitted causing actual 
bodily harm and assault. 

Robert Sadd, prosecuting, told 
Ipswich Crown Court that Mr 
Cross was with friend Scott 
Claydon when three men, 
including Baldwin, attacked them. 

Mr Cross was knocked to the 
ground and kicked repeatedly. He 


had three teeth knocked out and a 
fourth was left hanging by a 
thread. He was bleeding from 
inside his mouth and told police 
he may have been briefly knocked 
unconscious. 

He said that dental treatment to 
replace his missing teeth with 
implants was costing him £10,400. 

The court heard that afterwards 
Baldwin had voluntarily attended 
Newmarket police station and the 
following day had handed officers 
a letter of apology which he asked 
to be passed on to Mr Cross. 

In mitigation, Richard Potts 
handed in testimonials from 
family members and Baldwin’s 
employer. 

He said it was the first time the 
apprentice electrician had 
appeared in court and had shown 
genuine remorse. 

Passing sentence, Mr Recorder 
Robert Egbuna told Baldwin that 
it was the testimonials as to his 
character and his obvious remorse 
that had saved him from being 
sent straight into custody. 


Cars overturn 
in A14 crash 



DRIVERS escaped serious injury 
when two cars ended up on their 
roofs in a smash on theA14. 

One car was upside down on 
the eastbound carriageway 
between Newmarket and Kentford 
and the other was on the grass 
verge. A third vehicle was also 
involved. 

Occupants of all three vehicles 
escaped serious injury. But police 
closed the westbound 
carriageway for the East Anglian 


Air Ambulance to land. 

A man and a woman, believed 
to be the drivers of the two cars 
which overturned, were taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital by road 
ambulance. The man, thought to 
be an American serviceman, had 
an arm injury and the woman had 
shock and suspected neck 
injuries. 

A third person was taken to 
West Suffolk Hospital, Bury St 
Edmunds, with minor injuries. 


All the drivers managed to get 
out of their cars before 
emergency services arrived at 
the scene. 

Long tailbacks built up in both 
directions while the road was 
closed for around an hour after 
the crash, which happened just 
before 9am on Tuesday. 

The eastbound carriageway 
reopened after firefighters used a 
winch to remove one of the 
overturned cars.

Two bailed after blaze at flat 


A YOUTH and a man 
have been released on 
bail after questioning 
by police investigating 
a fire which badly 
damaged a ground 
floor flat on Sunday 
evening. 

The pair, aged 17 
and 26, and from 
Newmarket, were 
arrested on suspicion 
of arson after a blaze 
wrecked a flat in 
Windsor Road, 
Newmarket. 

No-one was hurt in 
the blaze. The woman 
occupant of the flat 
was not in at the time 
and the occupant of 
the upstairs flat was 
also out when the 
blaze broke out just 
before 6pm. 

But firefighters with 
breathing apparatus 
searched the building. 

Ken Ashby, fire 


service crew manager, 
said: “We were met 
with a serious flat fire 
and a heavily smoke- 
logged building. 

“We didn’t know 
whether the female 
occupant was there or 
not so it was treated as 
‘persons reported.’ 

“It was attended by 
three fire appliances 
and an ambulance.” 

He added: “It was 
definitely suspicious. 
There was more than 
one seat of fire. We left 
it to our fire 
investigator after it 
was extinguished.” 

The man and the 
youth have been 
released on bail to 
report back to Bury St 
Edmunds police 
station on Wednesday, 
November 17.

He said: “I want to see 
a proper bus station for 
the town. Other towns 
like Mildenhall have got 
a new bus station and 
Newmarket is always the 
poor relation. 

“Sometimes there are 
30 people standing there 
waiting for buses. 

“I’m very apprehen¬ 
sive about accepting 
these shelters. If you 
accept half a loaf you 
never get the whole 
loaf.” 

The county council is 
awaiting approval from 
the district council 
before the shelters can 
be installed. The town 
council has also been 
invited to comment on 
the type of bus shelters it 
would like to see. 

Another scheme 
dropped because of the 
county council cutbacks 
is a proposed pedestrian 
crossing on Rowley 
Drive at the junction 
with Mill Hill. 

Members of the town 
counciEs community 
services committee 
heard this week that the 
county was slashing £1.6 
million from its inte¬ 
grated transport budget 
and £260,000 from the 
road safety budget. 

At the same time the 
county council is pro¬ 
posing to switch off, or 
dim, thousands of street 
lights during the early 
hours of the morning. 

The move will ulti¬ 
mately save electricity 
costs. But the system to 
turn the lights off, or 
reduce the current, will 
cost £2.5 million which 
the council will have to 
borrow.

I’m 
trying to sort myself out 
and go back to college and 
do a brick laying course.”

Driver faces 
court after 
incident 
with cyclist 

A YOUNG man faces a 
Crown court hearing 
accused of dangerous 
driving after a car 
mounted the pavement 
and collided with a boy 
cyclist. 

Rhys Richardson, 19, 
did not indicate a plea 
to the charge when he 
appeared before 
magistrates who ruled 
the case was only 
suitable for Crown 
court. 

Richardson, of High 
Street, Great Camb- 
ourne, is accused of 
driving when the crash 
happened in Noel 
Murless Drive, New¬ 
market, on July 2. 

He is also charged 
with driving with excess 
alcohol, aggravated 
vehicle taking and 
having no insurance. 

Magistrates at Bury St 
Edmunds imposed a 
bail condition which 
prevents him from 
driving in the UK when 
they adjourned the case 
until November 15 for 
formal committal to 
Ipswich Crown Court. 


Police decorator 
had drugs in loft 


A PAINTER and deco¬ 
rator working in a police 
station had a drug “farm” 
in his loft, a court heard. 

Police discovered hydro¬ 
ponic growing equipment in 
the attic of Simon Moy’s home 
in Downing Court, Swaffham 
Bulbeck, after they stopped his 
car and found there was a 
fridge stuffed with cannabis in 
the boot. 

Moy, a contractor working 
on refurbishment at the police 
station in Wymondham, 
Norfolk, admitted being 
concerned with illegal drug 
production when he appeared 
before magistrates in Bury St 
Edmunds.

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He was ordered to do 120 
hours unpaid community work 
and pay £85 prosecution costs. 

Lesla Small, prosecuting, 
said Moy, 24, was stopped by 
police in Stowmarket at around 
5.40pm on Sunday, May 30. 

Officers noticed a strong 
smell of cannabis and searched 
the car. In the boot they found 
a compact fridge containing 
herbal cannabis. More of the 
drug was found in the car. 

She said the 145.25 grams of 
the drug found were estimated 
to have a street value of around 
£420. 


As a result of the find in the 
car, officers got a search 
warrant for Moy’s home and 
discovered a concealed 
entrance through a cupboard 
to the “cannabis factory” in the 
loft. 

They found lights, fans, 
heaters and a water pump to 
grow the plants. But it 
appeared that the crop had 
recently been “harvested”. 

Officers believed the 
cannabis found in the fridge in 
the back of the car had been 
grown in Moy’s attic. 

At a first interview he refused 
to say anything about the 
cannabis or the equipment. 
But when he was later told his 
fingerprints had been found on 


bags of cannabis and the 
equipment, he admitted 
growing the plants for his own 
use. 

Alison McManus, in 
mitigation, said there was no 
evidence that he was intending 
to supply the drug to anyone 
else. 

He said he had intended to 
freeze the leaves and use them 
himself over the next year to 18 
months. 

She said Moy was stopped 
just 10 days after appearing in 
court in Cambridgeshire for an 
assault. 

He was subsequently given a 
year’s supervision for the 
assault which the magistrates 
agreed should continue.

Rise in theft of vehicle plates 


THE theft of vehicle number plates has 
jumped - as criminals use them to avoid 
parking charges or commit serious crime. 

Cambridgeshire police have issued a 
warning to motorists after thefts of 
registration plates in the county shot up 
by 26 per cent in the last two years. 

In 2008-9, 303 number plates were 
stolen but that number leapt to 383 in 
2009-10, figures released under the 
Freedom of Information Act reveal. 

The plates can be used for “bilking”, 
which is also on the increase, where 
thieves fill up at fuel pumps before 


making off without paying. Registration 
plates are also used to avoid the London 
congestion charge, according to police. 

But officers say the plates can be used 
to carry out more serious crime including 
robbery. Offences committed using stolen 
plates also include speeding and 
disguising a stolen vehicle. 

Police urged motorists to report stolen 
number plates as soon as possible so they 
can be put into the force’s automatic 
number plate recognition (ANPR) data¬ 
base. To report stolen number plates, call 
police on 0345 456 4564. 
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False finance deal 
lands owner with 
compensation bill 

A MAN who falsely claimed he had paid 
for a van which he sold has been ordered 
to do community work. 

Daniel Hilborn, of Martin Road, 
Burwell, appeared at Cambridge Crown 
Court for sentence having admitted 
making a false representation before 
magistrates in Ely 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, said the 
victim had spotted a Ford Transit van for 
sale on internet auction site eBay and 
had made a bid, but the deal did not go 
through because the reserve price was 
not met. He got the telephone number of 
Hilborn, the owner, by looking at a photo 
on the website and arranged a deal for 
£13,500 over the phone. 

On December 23 last year Hilborn told 
the buyer the finance outstanding on the 
van was £1,475, and pledged this would 
be cleared after Christmas. 

Hilborn signed a receipt, confirming 
he was entitled to sell the van and that 
the finance was the stated amount, and 
the purchaser later received a letter 
which said the finance had been paid off. 

The buyer suspected the letter was not 
genuine and, after making enquiries, 
discovered there was actually £16,684 
outstanding. The van had been 
purchased from Marshall in Cambridge. 

Ms Walker said Hilborn, 24, had told 
police he “didn’t really understand the 
type of finance” and had not kept up 
finance payments because his business 
was struggling. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth sentenced 
Hilborn to 300 hours of community work 
and ordered him to pay £1,000 
compensation. Civil proceedings could 
be launched to recover the balance.

An ambulance was called to the 
Memorial Hall in the High Street 
after Mr Dunning, 75, collapsed as 
he was making a speech on 
Thursday. 

He was taken by ambulance to 


West Suffolk Hospital, Bury St 
Edmunds, but was due home this 
week. 

His wife, Yvonne, said: “He has 
been bright all along. He has had 
two heart operations previously 
and now he has got to go to 
Papworth to have a pacemaker 
fitted.” 

The art competition was the 
second to be held by the Local 
History Society and was open to 


amateur artists only. Artists were 
asked to paint Newmarket scenes 
and there prizes of cash and 
vouchers for the winners. 

First prize was awarded to 
Eddie Clark for his acrylic of 
Newmarket High Street in the 
1920s. Second prize went to Lynne 
Datson for her montage of 
Newmarket and third to Louise 
Wade for her painting ‘The war is 
over, Newmarket strides on’.

Police launch

£1.9m shares 
fraudster told 
to pay up or 
stay in prison

THE mastermind of 
a £1.9 million shares 
scam has been told 
to pay his remaining 
assets of £20,000 or 
face an extra year in 
jail. 

Robert Scott, 63, of 
Fitzroy Street, New¬ 
market, is serving a 33- 
month sentence imp¬ 
osed in February after 
admitting two charges of 
fraudulent trading. 

The charges arose 
from high-pressure sales 
in so-called “boiler 
rooms” in Spain, in 
which small investors 
were persuaded to buy 
worthless shares. 

Scott, who is serving 
his sentence at Hollesley 
Bay open prison on the 
Suffolk coast, was 
brought back to court to 
face an application

under the Proceeds of 
Crime Act. 

The court heard he 
only had assets worth 
£20,000 left but had 
made about £150,000 
from the scam. 


Judge John Holt 
ordered that Scott hand 
over the £20,000 in assets 
in the next 15 months - if 
the cash is not paid by 
then, another J2 months 
will be added to his 
sentence. 

Scott, who has been 
banned from being a 
company director, 
bought Porsche and 
Jaguar cars with pro¬ 
ceeds of the scams, 
which involved shares in 
Globalcom Trading and 
Alternative Diesel In¬ 
vestments. 

He also spent £1,400 
on model trains. 

When talking to 
would-be investors, 
Scott told them: “You can 
trust me. I’m a born- 
again Christian.” 

He told investigators 
he had previously been 
involved in enterprises 
to raise money for 
Christian missionary 
work.

Blind man jailed 
after £50k fraud 


A BLIND man has been 
jailed for a £50,000 fraud to 
feed his addiction to on-line 
gambling. 

Billy Cornish, 29, of Clare 
Close, Mildenhall, sat in the dock 
with his guide dog as a six-month 
sentence was imposed at Ipswich 
Crown Court. 

Cornish, who was born with a 
rare condition affecting his sight 
and hearing, plundered a bank 
account belong to his grand¬ 
mother’s partner and took out 
two loans and three credit cards 
in his name. 

He also took out another credit 
card using a friend’s bank details 
and fiddled his expenses while 
working for Forest Heath District 
Council, the court heard. 

Prosecutor Richard Potts said 
Cornish, who admitted seven 
charges of making false rep¬ 
resentations for gain and one of 
using a false instrument, was 


registered blind at the age of 18. 

But despite his disability he 
had managed get a first class 
honours degree in business 
studies and got a job with the 
district council as a benefits 
assessor and later a community 
development officer. 

The council allowed him to 
claim expenses for using taxis 
because of his disability and he 
received more than £32,000 in 
allowances. 

Mr Potts said it had not been 
possible to calculate how much 
he had gained by fiddling his 
expenses but it was believed to 
be thousands of pounds. 

Cornish persuaded his grand¬ 
mother’s partner, Barry Adams, 
64, from Red Lodge, to switch to 
internet banking and operated 
the account on his behalf, 
withdrawing cash and applying 
for loans and credit cards. 

Mr Potts said the offences 


came to light in January when 
Cornish’s parents became sus¬ 
picious and confronted him. 

Russell Eaton, in mitigation, 
said: “It is to be hoped that Billy 
Cornish can show the type of grit 
and determination in managing 
this condition as he has showed 
in managing his pre-existing 
conditions.” 

Judge Peter Thompson said 
Cornish had gained around 
£50,000 from the frauds over 
three years 

He said: “You are plainly a very 
capable man and you used your 
intelligence to carry out these 
frauds over a long period of time, 
for substantial sums of money 
which makes it a very serious set 
of offences.” 

Cornish is now facing further 
proceedings under the Proceeds 
of Crime Act to force him to repay 
any assets he has as a result of his 
crimes.

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Heart and lungs transplant 
gives Becky new lease of life 


B ECKY Conroy 
is a busy girl. 
On top of 
working full-time, 
she has a packed 
social life: among 
other things, the 31- 
year-old favours 
shopping, clubbing 
and hot holidays (a 
trip to Florida with 
friends is on the 
cards). And she is 
also in the throes of 
organising a 
glamorous 
burlesque ball for 
charity. What with 
one thing and 
another, it's all go. 

Yet this time a year 
ago, Becky was living a 
very different life. 
Struggling for every 
breath - and plagued by 
a cough so severe it 
made her physically sick 
- she was literally a 
shadow of her current 
self: a painfully thin size 
4, she weighed less than 
six stone. Weak and 
perpetually exhausted, it 
was a battle simply to get 
off the sofa. “I was asleep 
most of the time,” 
remembers Becky. “I 
managed to drag myself 
into work, but that was 
all; quite often, I’d come 
home and go straight to

“Looking back, it’s just 
amazing how much 
things have changed. 
Nowadays I do 
everything: I can go 
shopping, go clubbing, 
even walk my dog. I feel 
like I’ve been given a 
whole new lease of life.” 

Having battled cystic 
fibrosis since birth - a 
deadly disease which left 
her lungs clogged, 
scarred and almost 
useless - Becky was 
given a life-saving 
transplant operation in 
January. Surgeons at 
Papworth Hospital 
actually performed a 
tandem op: Becky was 
given both new heart 
and lungs (lungs 
transplant more 
efficiently with the heart 
alongside), and her 
healthy heart was passed 
on to another patient - a 
15-year-old boy. 

“I’ve been trying to 
work out what I want to 
say to the family of my 
donor,” says Becky. “I’ve 
had this card for months 
but I still haven’t written 
it: I don’t know where to 
start... I just want to say 
the biggest thank-you 
possible. It must have 
been very hard for them 
to sign those papers 
when they’d just lost 


someone so close to 
them. But not only did 
they save my life, they 
saved the person who 
was given my heart: it 
was a life-saving - and 
life-changing - 
operation for both of us.” 

Sitting down at the 
dining table with her 
mum, Sue, at the family 
home in Alconbury 
Weston, Becky flicks 
through some old family 
photos: then a blonde 
and bubbly toddler, she 
smiles out of every 
picture. 

“Becky wasn’t 
diagnosed until she was 
coming up for a year 
old,” recounts Sue. “She 
was always getting a 
cough; we were 
constantly going to the 
doctor. 

“Then one day the 
doctor asked me how 
long the coughs had 
been going on... We 
were sent to 
Addenbrooke’s for tests 
and that’s when they 
discovered she had cystic 
fibrosis.” 

Cystic fibrosis (CF for 
short) is caused by a 
single faulty gene that 
controls the movement 
of salt in the body. The 
internal organs become 
choked with thick, sticky 
mucus, resulting in 
infections and 
inflammation which 
make it hard both to 


breathe and digest food. 

For a baby to be born 
with cystic fibrosis, both 
parents must be carriers 
of the faulty CF gene. 
Where both parents 
carry the faulty gene, 
each child has a one in 
four chance of having CF, 
a two in four chance of 
being a carrier and a one 
in four chance of not 
having any CF genes at 
all. 

“My husband John 
and I are both carriers,” 
explains Sue. “That’s why 
we decided not to have 
any more children: 
Becky’s an only one. It 
was devastating when 
she was diagnosed. “I 
can’t imaging losing one 
child, let alone losing 
one and knowing my 
second child was going 
to go the same way...” 

Aside from regular 
check-ups, daily physio 
(leaning over a special 
curved mattress and 
being patted firmly on 
the back, to clear the 
build-up of phlegm from 
the lungs) and a 
prescription of creon (a 
mixture of enzymes, 
designed to aid digestion 
in people with 
pancreatic deficiencies: a 
CF patient’s pancreas 
also becomes congested 
with mucus), Becky led a 
pretty normal childhood. 

“I never thought of 
myself as being any 
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Growing up: Becky had a “pretty normal” 
childhood.

different from my 
friends,” says Becky, who 
lived a full school life, 
even playing sports. “And 
I certainly rebelled as a 
teenager, just like 
everyone else.” 

By the age of 20, Becky’s 
health had taken a sharp 
downward turn. “She’d 
been a bit naughty,” 
remembers Sue. “She 
wasn’t looking after 
herself properly and 
didn’t always take her 
creon with her meals; she 
wasn’t living at home by 
then, so I couldn’t nag her. 
She lost an awful lot of 
weight and started getting 
more and more chest 
infections. The doctors 
gave her a talking to: they 
said if she carried on, 
she’d need a transplant 
sooner rather than later. 

“That was the shock she 
needed - after that she 
did everything she was 
supposed to. But she 
carried on getting chest 
infections. Up until then, 
she’d hardly been in 
hospital at all; by the 
summer of last year, she 
was being admitted every 
few weeks.” 

Becky’s lung function 
plummeted to 30 per 
cent. Describing herself 
Tike an old woman’, she 
was so frail she could 
hardly walk. 

“Growing up with CF 
was pretty scary because I 
knew I was inevitably 
going to end up either 
really ill or dead,” admits 
Becky, who now lives in 
Peterborough with her 
partner, Stuart Dawks, 
and their Tibetan terrier, 
Tilly. “But I never thought 
I would get so ill that

soon: in my head I 
thought I’d get to about 30 
and start going downhill 
then...” 

In the October of last 
year, doctors at Papworth 
said it was time to think 
about a transplant. The 
endless infections had 
caused irreparable 
scarring to her lungs. 
“They described it as ‘a 
window of opportunity’,” 
remembers Becky. “But 
they don’t make the 
decision for you: you have 
to decide to go on the 
organ waiting list 
yourself.” 

Becky, who credits 
Stuart, her family and 
friends with providing 
'incredible support: I 
couldn’t have done this 
without them’, admits she 
had mixed feelings about 
the surgery. “I’m a 
complete wuss when it 
comes to pain and I was 
really worried about the 
recovery,” she explains. 

But, after a whole raft of 
tests, Becky joined the 
waiting list. And, a 
remarkably short four 
weeks later, she got the 
call from Papworth - to 
say a donor heart and 
lungs had been found. 

After almost 12 hours 
on the operating table, 
Becky was taken into 
intensive care. “It was 
horrible seeing her all 
covered in tubes,” Sue 
says. “And they kept her 
sedated for ages.” 

“I love my sleep,” grins 
Becky. “So I had no 
objections to that.” 

Although she’d just 
been through major 
surgery and was dosed up 
on all manner of drugs, 
Becky says she felt 
healthier from the 
moment she came round. 

“I was used to having a 
cough 24/7 and all of a 
sudden I didn’t need to 
cough. And my breathing 
had always been really 
quick and shallow: I 
almost had to learn to 
breathe normally. I was 
really happy for myself - 
and really happy at the 
thought my heart had 
helped someone else too.” 

Regulations mean that 
all donors and recipients 


remain anonymous. But 
liaison workers at the 
hospital can pass on 
messages of thanks, 
hence Becky’s 
determination to send a 
card to her donor’s family. 

The road to recovery 
was, says Becky, both long 
and winding. She loves 
her job (at a civil 
engineering company in 
Peterborough) and 
continued to work right 
up to her surgery but, in 
the wake of the op, she 
was forced to take five 
months off work. “It was 
driving me mad by the 
end but, when I first came 
out of hospital, I was so 
weak I couldn’t go 
upstairs to bed -1 slept on 
the sofa for weeks. And I 
had to have everything 
done for me, I couldn’t 
even wash myself.” 

But, thanks to her own 
determination, the care of 
others and a veritable 
cocktail of medication, 
Becky is now feeling fitter, 
healthier and happier 
than ever. Back to an ideal 
weight of 8st 71b, she is 
positively glowing. 

Yet Becky knows the 
future is uncertain: 
transplants rarely last 
forever. 

“I’ve been given this 
new lease of life but you 
never know how long 
you’re going to have. I 
could be dead next year. 
That’s a pretty scary 
thought. We were told that 
heart and lung 
transplants last for six 
years on average and I 
don’t think you can have 
another one. But I know 
one girl whose transplant 
is 10 years old and still 
going strong. All you can 
do is think positive - and 
make the absolute most 
of the time you’ve got.” 

■ Becky is holding a 
fundraising ball- 
complete with dinner, 
dancing, a burlesque show 
and a luxury raffle - on 
Saturday, October 16 at the 
Marriott Hotel in 
Huntingdon. Hoping to 
raise more than £4,000, 
Becky will split the 
proceeds between 
Papworth Hospital and the 
CF Trust.

Legal action 
delays plans 
for new forum 


A SEMINAR aimed at 
boosting a town's 
economy has been 
postponed to avoid a 
clash with pending 
legal action.

Council on opposing sides. 

The Jockey Club, 
together with other racing 
interests in the town, are 
mounting a legal challenge 
to the council’s develop¬ 
ment strategy which 
includes the housing site at 
Hatchfield Farm. 

The mayor, Cllr Mick 
Jefferys, is due to chair the 
seminar. But after a 
meeting with the district 
council this week, he 
agreed to postpone the 
meeting. 

Forest Heath, together 
with neighbouring East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council as well as Suffolk 
and Cambridgeshire 
county councils, are 
expected to join the forum. 


Cllr Jefferys said: “Forest 
Heath is key to the forum. 
The decision to postpone 
was amicable.” 

No date has been 
announced for the High 
Court hearing in which a 
judge will consider the 
racing industry’s challenge. 

But the seminar is likely 
to be put off until after the 
hearing. 

Cllr Jefferys said the 
forum would link with the 
town council’s “vision” for 
the future which is being 
drawn up after 500 
responses were received to 
a survey. 

A district council spokes¬ 
woman said: “We’re work¬ 
ing with the town council 
to find a suitable date. We 
want this to go ahead and 
we’re very supportive.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

MADE IN DAGENHAM (15) 
112 mins 

THE 1960s were a time of great 
change: America mourned the 
assassination of John F Kennedy, 
the Civil Rights Movement 
gained momentum, and man 
took his first steps on the moon. 
For the 187 women machinists 
employed at Ford's Dagenham 
assembly plant in 1968, it was a 
decade when a single act of 
rebellion changed history. 
Disgusted by their lowly 
standing compared to male 
workers, the women went on 
strike to protest against unequal 
pay and sexual discrimination. 
The subsequent power struggle 
with the board of the plant 
established a precedent for 
women around the world. 

The creative team behind 
Calendar Girls draws inspiration 
from this true story to craft 
another hilarious and 
heartwarming tale of female 
empowerment. 

Blessed with a powerful 
performance from Sally Hawkins 
that should be a prime 
contender for end-of-year 
awards, Made In Dagenham 
dismisses the notion that Essex 
girls only serve a purpose as the 
butt of cheap jokes. 



As the men in Nigel Cole's film 
learn to their cost, it is these 
strong-willed heroines who end 
up smiling. 

Mother of two Rita O'Grady 
(Hawkins) works in the Ford plant 
with good friend Connie 
(Geraldine James), who is a 
union rep alongside Alfred 
Passingham (Bob Hoskins). 

When the management, led by 
Peter Hopkins (Rupert Graves), 
shows preference to the male 
workers, Rita proves that she is 
no pushover, telling Hopkins: 
"Rights not privileges. It's that 
bloody easy, it really is." 

When her words fall on deaf 
ears, Rita risks her marriage to 
plant worker Eddie (Daniel Mays) 
by persuading the women to 
strike and take their grievances 


to Secretary of State for 
Employment, Barbara Castle 
(Miranda Richardson). 

"If this woman gets what she 
wants, we'll have to do this 
around the world," rues 
American executive Robert 
Tooley (Richard Schiff), who 
travels to Dagenham to defuse 
the situation. 

Meanwhile, Rita finds support 
from Hopkins's wife Lisa 
(Rosamund Pike) and fellow 
machinists Brenda (Andrea 
Riseborough) and Andrea (Jaime 
Winstone). 

Made In Dagenham evokes the 
period perfectly with a toe¬ 
tapping soundtrack and groovy 
fashions of the era. 

Hawkins delivers a bravura, 
emotionally wrought 
performance as a woman who 
risks everything for what she 
believes in, telling Ms Castle, 
"We ain't politicians. We're 
working women, and so are 
you!" 

Cole's film is laden with earthy 
humour and has a massive 
emotional kick in the final reel 
that begs favourable 
comparisons with the Oscar- 
winning Norma Rae starring 
Sally Field.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Physalis (Chinese Lantern) 

These dainty-looking 
perennials, also known as winter 
cherries, are grown mainly for 
their unusual decorative orange- 
red, lantern-shaped seedheads 
which encase the edible fruits and 
appear in the autumn. 

They like to be planted in 
shady, dry areas under trees and 
shrubs where little else will grow, 


rather than in borders where they 
can spread rapidly and over-run 
neighbouring plants with their 
roots. 

Many gardeners also harvest 
the lanterns for indoor decoration, 
cutting the fruiting stems as they 
turn to orange and hanging them 
upside down in an airing cupboard 
to dry. 

Popular varieties include P. 
alkekengi ‘Franchetii’, while 
named varieties such as 
‘Gigantea’, which grows to 90cm 
(3ft), and ‘Variegata’, may be 
available from specialists.

Gourmet veg stand 
the big budget trial 


W HEN you pick up 
your fine beans 
which have been 
flown all the way from 
Kenya, do you consider the 
air miles and freshness of 
the produce? 

Similarly, do high prices of 
gourmet veg steer you away from 
items such as artichokes, pattypan 
squash and tender-stem broccoli? 

With this in mind, Which? 
Gardening , the Consumers’ 
Association magazine, trialled 22 
expensive-to-buy or unusual 
vegetables which will all grow in a 
typical British summer without 
protection and produce reasonable 
yields. 

The veg, planted in the summer 
of2009, were grown in designated 
blocks, so researchers could work 
out the value of the crop by the 
square metre, compared with the 
price of each vegetable in the 
supermarket. 

Some gourmet crops are so 
unusual that you won’t generally 
find them in the shops - think 
purple carrots, yellow beetroot 
and round courgettes - and yet it’s 
possible to grow them all 
economically here. 

Triallists grew the courgette 


remember it’s a perennial and if 
you leave any part of a tuber in the 
ground it will re-grow. The tall 
plants may need support in windy 
gardens. The cost to buy in the 
shops came to around £5.20 per 
kg, while the triallists’ yield per 
square metre was 14kg, worth 
£72. 

Beetroot, spinach, Florence 
fennel, Kale ‘Cavolo Nero’, an old 
variety, watercress and ‘Banana’ 
shallots, a seed-sown variety 
producing a single large bulb with 
a very strong flavour, all fared 
well in the trial, producing 
harvests which were much more 
economical than buying the 
produce from supermarkets. 

Only three crops failed to live 
up to expectations, with 
researchers rating them poor value 
for the space they occupied. 

Grown in the same way as 
conventional cauliflowers, 
Romanesco cauliflower produced 
very small heads and were only 
marginally cheaper to grow than if 
you bought them in the shops. 

Globe artichokes and sea kale 
also proved disappointing for the 
space they take up, although the 
artichokes made spectacular 
ornamental plants. 

The full report is in the October

‘Floridor’, which bears round 
yellow fruits and should produce 
up to 30 round courgettes a year if 
picked regularly. They found that 
the cost of buying a standard long 
green courgette in the shops was 
£1.80 per kg, while the ‘Floridor’ 
yield produced 8.9kg per square 
metre, worth £16. 

Courgettes should be sown 
indoors in April to May, planted 
out May to June and harvested 


throughout the summer, until 
October. 

Fine beans are expensive as 
they are mostly grown abroad and 
flown in, but in this country you 
can have a summer crop for far 
less money. In the trial, ‘Safari’ - 
a typical fine dwarf French bean - 
was grown. They are quick to 
grow, typically taking 10-12 
weeks from sowing to harvest, and 
produce a lot if you continue 
picking the pods. It’s worth 
making successional sowings so 
you can harvest the beans through 
summer and autumn. Cost to buy 
in the shops was £8 a kg, while 
the yield in the trial produced 6kg 
per square metre, worth £48. 

Other veg which were worth the 
work included Jerusalem 
artichoke ‘Fuseau’. You only need 
to plant a couple of tubers to 
produce a good harvest, but

YOUR GUIDE TO 
MOVING HOME 



Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


□ Send off change of address cards. 

Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


□ Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

□ Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Q Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

□ Turn off electric appliances. 

□ Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

□ Read gas meter. 

□ Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

Lock all doors. 

Q Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

Volvo, Skoda, Audi, Kla, 
Nissan and Jaguar all have 
startling new designs lined 
up, with launches starting 
next year. 

One of the real live wires 
at the 2010 Paris Motor 
Show will undoubtedly be 
the Audi e-tron Spyder, a 
two-seat open sports car 
study with plug-in hybrid 
drive capable of delivering 
128mpg economy and 
59g/km emissions from its 
296bhp twin-turbo V6 TDI 
engine and twin electric 
motors. 

The car accelerates to

62mph in just 4.4 seconds, 
and top speed is elec¬ 
tronically governed at 
155mph. 

The open sports car can 
also drive on electric 
power only over distances 
of up to 31 miles at speeds 
of up to 38mph. 

Jaguar has revealed a 
stunning range-extended 
electric supercar concept 
car, the C-X75, involving 
gas turbine technology. 

The C-X75 - pictured 
above - is a 205mph four- 
wheel drive supercar 
capable of running in 
purely electric (zero 
tailpipe emissions) mode 


for 68 miles on a six-hour 
domestic plug-in charge. 
The innovative, lightweight 
micro gas-turbines are also 
capable of very quickly and 
efficiently recharging the 
lithium-ion batteries, 
giving the car a theoretical 
range of 560 miles. 

This remarkable range- 
extension system is a result 
of Jaguar’s research 
engineers adopting a 
clean-sheet approach to 
the question of powering 
the supercars of the future. 
The C-X75’s gas turbine 
technology is the very 
latest evolution of a 
pioneering British tech¬ 


nology developed in 
partnership with Bladon 
Jets. A miniaturised 
turbine blade - the first 
viable axial-flow micro¬ 
turbine - increases the 
compression and 

efficiency of micro gas- 
turbines to the point at 
which they can be viewed 
as a realistic power source. 
Each of the micro gas- 
turbines weighs just 35kg 
and produces 70kW of 
power at a constant 
80,000rpm. 

The energy created by 
the turbines and stored in 
the batteries is transmitted 
to the road using four 
independent electric 
motors. Using individual 
motors has benefits in 
terms of weight-saving and 
distribution, packaging 
and efficiency. Each motor 
weighs just 50kg but 
produces 145Kw (195bhp) 
of power and an 
astonishing combined 
total torque output of 
l,600Nm (1,1801b ft). 

Skoda’s first-ever 
electric-powered vehicle, 
the Green E Line concept, 
is based on the Skoda 
Octavia Combi. 


The electricity for the 
Octavia Green E Line is 
supplied by a modern 
lithium-ion battery. With a 
range-per-charge of 77 
miles, the Skoda Octavia 
Green E Line’s battery has 
almost no impact on the 
volume of the passenger 
and luggage 

compartments. 

Volvo president and CEO 
Stefan Jacob stated at the 
opening of the Paris Motor 
Show that the future for 
Volvo lies in electric 
cars. “We will set a 
standard in the industry,” 
Jacoby said, revealing that 
the Volvo C30 DRIVe 
Electric will go into 
production in 2011. 

Jacoby also stated that 
Volvo will have a plug-in 
hybrid on offer in 2012, 
combining an electric 
power with a diesel hybrid 
power train. The Volvo 
plug-in hybrid will have 
ultra-low C02 emissions, 
below 50g/km. 

Finally both Nissan and 
Kia unveiled inner-city 
concepts - the Nissan 
Townpod and the Kia POP 
- which run on electricity 
alone.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

CONNECTIONS of 

Workforce will see how their 
star colt is in the next 
fortnight before deciding 
whether to have a tilt at the 
Breeders’ Cup Turf. 

The Derby winner, trained 
by Sir Michael Stoute at 
Newmarket, bounced back 
to form after his flop in the 
King George at Ascot to land 
the Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe 
at Longchamp under a 
powerful ride from Ryan 
Moore and is now favourite 
to win in America at 
Churchill Downs next 
month. 

Teddy Grimthorpe, racing 
manager to owner Khalid 
Abdullah said: “It was quite a 
rough race but Ryan 
negotiated a very good 
passage for him. He showed 
plenty of courage and 
brilliance to quicken at the 
right time. 

“It (the plan) is to be 
decided. The Breeders’ Cup 
could be a possible, but we’ll 
have to see how he is over 
the next couple of weeks. We 
will have to wait and see 
about next year.” 

It was Stoute’s first Arc win 
and he said: “I’m thrilled, 
especially as he was so 


impressive on Derby day and 
the King George perform¬ 
ance was inexplicable.” 

Workforce’s performance 
at Longchamp was at least 
the equal of his win in the 
Derby at Epsom. 

“It was fantastic to see the 
Derby winner bounce back 
to form,” said Phil Smith, 
British Horseracing Auth¬ 
ority head of handicapping. 

"After his Derby win I had 
him on 128 and that was 
pretty much agreed by all the 
international handicappers. 
But initially, when the Derby 
form didn’t seem to work out 
too cleverly at first and 
Workforce ran so 
disappointingly at Ascot, we 
dropped him back to 126. 

“After the Arc it’s pretty 
easy to get him back to at 
least 128 and now the Derby 
form doesn’t look as bad as 
people thought a month or 
six weeks after the race. A 
number of horses have run 
quite well. 

“One thing we have 
learned about Workforce is 
that I suspect if he does stay 
in training we won’t see him 
that often. He does seem a 
horse that needs a bit of time 
between races,” said Smith. 


CREDIT Swap, Michael Wigham’s 
Cambridgeshire hero, will be put up 
for sale at the end of the month. 

The tough five-year-old provided 
Wigham with the biggest success of 
his career when winning the first 
leg of the autumn double at 
Newmarket on Saturday. 

Credit Swap, owned by Your Golf 
Travel Ltd - a fitting winner on 
Ryder Cup weekend - was 


competing in his third race since 
September 26, but still looked the 
essence of peak fitness at 
Headquarters. 

Despite the emphatic nature of his 
striking three-quarter-length 
triumph, he is likely to have raced 
for the final time under the tutelage 
of Newmarket-based Wigham. 

“He’s going to Tattersalls (sales) at 
the end of the month, and there’ll be 


no shortage of interest in him,” said 
the trainer. 

“The owners bought four horses at 
Fairyhouse last week and will also 
be buying some yearlings at 
Newmarket. We’ve therefore made 
a decision that three of ours, one of 
them being Credit Swap, will be on 
their way out to make room. But 
he’s such a tough horse and it has 
been a fairytale.”
